L o n d o n , M a y

T h e

and in a very short time the bazar 
was a mass of flames. 


A policeman who w’ as on duty at 
the doors of the bazar says that 
from 1 , 5 0 0 to 1 ,800 people were in 
the bunding when the fire broke 
out. He adds that the alarm caused 
a general panic, followed by a ter­ 
rible rush for the doors, which were 
soon choked with people, thus pre­ 
venting 
the escape of many who 
might have otherwise been saved. 
Heartrending cries of fear arose 
on 
all 
sides, 
soon 
followed 
by 
shrieks 
of 
agony, 
as the flames 
swept 
onward 
behind the crowd 
struggling for the doors. 
Before the firemen could arrive, 
the roof of the bazar crushed in, 
burying numbers of those who had 
been unable to make their egress 
from the building. 
In spite of the efforts of the fire­ 
men, some time elapsed before the 
charred 
bodies 
could

pulled 
from the smoking and burning mass 
of debris covering the spot which, 
but a short time before, had been 
the scene of so much gayety. 
Th e building was erected in the 
flimsiest manner, the nudity of the 
scaffolding inside being concealed 
by tapestry hangings of the most 
inflammable 
description.

“ The place was crammed full of 
people and the heat was stifling.

I lagged a little 
behind, as I was offered a nosegay

K elm er , whom Fr anklin amusingly 


descr ibes in his autobiogr aphy, was 
well known as an almanac maker . 
It was not, however , until F r a n k ­ 
lin himself took the field that by far 
he best almanac of the last centur y 
was edited by “ 
Richar d Saunder s, 
Philomat,'^ and pr inted and sold by 


the young pr inter , 
in none of the 
many things which Fr anklin 
wr ote 
dur ing his long life is his humor 


«mor e effective than in his annual 
per sonation of Saunder s or 
“ 
Poor 
tRichar d,” with 
his wise advice to 
the people of Philadelphia, and ul­ 
timately of most of the colonies. 
In his easy, familiar style, iu his 
knack of com m anding attention and 
his intuitive knowledge of the local 
life ar ound him, he had much of 
the instinct and the equipment of a 
moder n newspaper man. 
H e 
was 
about 26 year s old when he began 
to take on the char acter of 
“ 
Poor 
R ic h a r d ,” 
and 
was 51 
when he 
abandoned it, after it had 
becom e 
liter ally a household wor d up and 
down the land. 
T h e almanac yielded him a h an d ­ 
some pr ofit ever y year ; it was to be 
found in the hands of almost ever y 
fam ily 
or 
tr adesman 
her eabouts 
w ho was able to r ead; it had a c ir ­ 
culation in England and some ed i­ 
tions of 
it 
wer e 
tr anslated 
into 
Fr ench. 
It has been the model in 
par t for ever y other gener al almanac 
published in this countr y dur ing the 
past 100 year s 
W hen Mr . Childs fir st began to 
publish the Ledger almanac, year s 
ago, “ 
Poor R ich a r d ” and his p r e­ 
cep ts wer e found to be 
as timely 
and appr opr iate for Philadelphia in 
1872 
as 
they had been in 1832. 
T h e r e is, indeed, har dly an hour of 
the 
day when 
some 
phr ase 
or 
aphor ism of the old seer does not 
enter into our speech or may not be 
found in a newspaper . 
T h e influence of “ 
Poor R ic h a r d ” 
was pr odigious. 
N o other wor k has 
done mor e to

that wealth or the saving of m oney 
was the chief means of spr eading 
vir tue and happiness. 
As he says 
in his autobiogr aphy:

I filled all the little spaces that

d ays in the calendar with p r o ver b ­ 
ial sentences such as inculcated in ­ 
dustr y and fr ugality as the means of 
pr ocur ing wealth and ther eby secur ­

Police Ca lle d Ou to Pre se rve Ha rmonj 
Uuion Me n De ba rre d. 


K a n s a s C i t y , M o., M ay 5 .— The 


police department was called upon 
to hold the door of yesterday’s c o n ­ 
vention of the Am erican League of 


M usicians against the delegates who 
were sent b y unions of the league 
the charters of which were revoked 


on account of their affiliation with 


the Am erican Federation of L abor. 
T h e New Y o rk anti-union faction 
k e p t the other, or union labor fa c ­ 


tion, out of the convention, 
called 
for protection, and then proceeded 
to adopt a new constitution to bar 
them. 
T h e union labor faction will 
p robab ly organize another con ven ­ 
tion, claim ing to be the only genu­ 
ine A m erican League of Musicians, 
and appeals to the courts m ay en ­ 
sue. 
A fter two hours of excitem ent the 
league convention was called to o r­ 
der by President Bremer, who is 
also president of the M usical P r o ­ 
tective U n ion of N ew Y ork. 
T h e 
delegates of the Federation of M u ­ 
sicians 
presented 
themselves 
for 
admission, but only those who were 
members of the com mittee on c re ­ 
dentials were let in. . Soon after the 
federation 
men, 
Mr. 
Currier, of 
C h ica g o ; 
President Miller, S ecre­ 
tary 
Schm alz, 
H arry 
Asmus, 
of 
Buffalo; Messrs. H ahn and Drach, 
of Chicago, set out for the court to 
secure an injunction, but they found 
that an injunction or restraining or­ 
der could not be obtained. 
T h e 
com m ittee 
on 
credentials, 
m ean­ 
while, 
made a report seating the 
delegates from those unions which 
had not affiliated with the Am erican 
F ederation of Labor. 
John A. 
H ibbard, 
of Pittsburg, 
was elected secretary on account 
of National Secretary B e c k ’s union, 
N o. 2, of Philadelphia, having been 
expelled. 
It developed that C. H . 
W illiam Rube, 
of Pittsburg, 
and 
President Bremer, 
of New York, 
were the leaders against the labor 
affiliation element. 
T h ey laid b e­ 
fore the convention a new consti- 
tion, which in express terms p r o ­ 
hibits any affiliation with any other 
organization, 
enacts that its own 
provisions shall not be altered, and 
confines 
membership 
to 
profes­ 
sional instrumental musicians. 
T h e 
new constitution, if adopted, would 
wipe out the contention of the fe d ­ 
eration men. 
T h e session cam e to an end after 


long and noisy debate, without 
any action having been taken.
